Accounting Department keeps close tabs 
on the rest of the college 


Being watchdog over the 
college’s annual operating bud¬ 
get — $33-million this year — 
is a big responsibility. 

This is the job of Comp¬ 
troller Peter Morgan, who runs 
the Accounting Department at 
500 MacPherson, with the help 
of Manager General Account¬ 
ing Mike Suhanic, Planner 
Rick Quine, Purchasing Offic¬ 
er Dr. Bela Merey and Payroll 
Supervisor Dudley Campbell. 

The main job of the 
comptroller, says Morgan, is to 
ensure that the college admin¬ 
istration can say to the provin¬ 
cial government and the 
public, “Yes, we did give you 
good value for your dollar. 

“If the public gets the idea 
that education is not giving 
good value,” he says, “there 
will be cutbacks. 

“At George Brown, the cost 
per student is as low or lower 
than any other college or 
university in Ontario,” says 
Morgan. 

Work done by the Account¬ 
ing Department breaks down 
into four areas: general and 
capital accounting, payroll, 
multi-year planning and pur¬ 
chasing. 

To account for expenses, the 
staff produces appropriate 
financial statements for the 
various college levels. The 
administration, deans and 
department heads, for ex¬ 
ample, get a more detailed 
breakdown of accounts than 
the Ministry or Board of Gov¬ 
ernors. Monthly statements list 
all expenses, from office 
supplies to advertising. 

The payroll function (see 
Summer Mosaic) entails seeing 
that employees get their correct 
pay and benefits. 

Multi-year planning for the 
college, over a three- to 
five-year period, helps deter-

mine what direction the college 
will take and is a general 
forecasting of the future. It 
attempts to determine what 
students need and what the 
college is prepared to provide. 

The purchasing section pur¬ 
chases supplies and equipment 
needed to operate the college 
— from pianos to buses. 

Each department orders 
from its designated supplier 
and goods are delivered direct¬ 
ly to them or to a predetermin¬ 
ed location. 

Equipment items must be 
specifically requested by an 
instructor. The job of the 
Accounting Department is to 
ensure the college gets opti¬ 
mum service and price — the 
best value for its dollar. 

Preparing financial state¬ 
ments is a very important 
function of the department, 
says Morgan, because it 
involves “keeping everyone 
in line”. It’s his job to give 
guidance and ensure that what 
is being spent is in accordance 
with general college policies. 

“My responsibilities in this 
area are heavy,” says Morgan, 
“in that I am responsible for 
the receipt and expenditure of 
all money and yet I don’t have 
as much authority as my 
industrial counterparts. My 


tools are influence and persua¬ 
sion as opposed to direction 
and dominance.” 

Mr. Morgan has worked in 
education for nine years. He 
graduated as a chartered 
accountant in 1963 and went 
directly into government fin¬ 
ance. He spent four years with 
the London and Wellington 
County boards of education 
before coming to George 
Brown. 

“The job of comptroller is 
fascinating,” he says. “I really 
love it.”

Welding Department awards top student 


Paul Bemaul, Outstanding 
Student of the Year (1975/76) 
in the one-year Welding 
Specialist Program, was pre¬ 
sented recently with a plaque 
and five-volume set of Ameri¬ 
can Welding society Manuals 
worth more than $100, from 
the Toronto Chapter of the 
Canadian Welding Society. 

“The program was far more 
comprehensive than I expect¬ 
ed,” Paul said of the Welding 
Specialist course. “I have 
learned a lot about the various 
welding processes employed in 
industry today, along with the 
setting up and use of machines. 
The equipment and other 
facilities provided by the 
college were quite extensive 
and our exposure to their use 
was maximum.” 

Paul now hopes to work 
towards a degree in Mechani¬ 
cal Engineering at the Univer¬ 
sity of Toronto. 

The college’s welding de¬ 
partment has been in operation 
for more than 15 years, first as 
part of the Provincial Institute 
of Trades and later at George 
Brown’s Casa Loma Campus. 
The department provides fa¬ 
cilities for training approxi¬ 
mately 140 full-time day stu¬ 
dents, 600 to 700 students from 


other trade and technology 
areas who receive instruction 
on welding as a related subject, 
and approximately 250 stu¬ 
dents taking a variety of 
courses on an evening exten¬ 
sion basis. 

This fall, the department 
will again be running a special 
series of welding courses for the 
Ironworkers Union 721, the 
Millwrights 2309 and the 
Carpenters District Council of 
Toronto and Vicinity. The 
courses vary in length and 
content and are funded by
